Months and sometimes years elapse batween 
the issues, When it is necessary taccin money, 
some months ‘nadvance clay moulds are con- 
structed and thoroughly dried. ae 

There are two great mints. in Peking, namely, 
qn the Board of Revenue and Board of Works, 
2 nitteri-to-the-varions 
provincial mints for imitation, Mast of the 
provinces have a mint establishe tin the pro- 
vincial capital, although from time to time as 
stated the mints ate closed. 

When the characters have been cut the t 
parts of the mould are joined. Each mould 
contains 27 coins, 13.9n each side ard one on 
the top The farnaces being heated, the alloy 
is carefully weighed out in its respective propor- 
tions, and heing melted is poured into the 
moulds. Time heing allowed for the metal to 
cool, the mould is opened, and the rash 
“sword. as it is called. is taken. ont. The mould 
is broken up after each operation. Defective 
coins are of course of frequent occurrence.

That fine-tea could be grown in the United 
States has been’ known for more thau a century. 
That it could be grdwn profitably and upon so 
large a scale as to be made the basis of ‘a 
national industry has at last been demonstrated 
after years of the hardest Inbour. The problem 
has been a difficult one, and had to be solved 
along fines wherein the American horticuliurist 
had no experience. . Resides the practical work 
of the field, there were involved a study of tea 
culture iu (he Far East and a compilation of 
facts from Japan, China,, Formosa, Indin and ° 
Ceylon. A hundred trained observers have 
done this work, and the many obscure points 
. and problems whlch once confronted the exne=, 
riment have been completely elucidated. ° 
Inthe beginning it was believed that tea was 
ta tropical plant, and would not thrive in the 
temperate zone, This view, although held by 
many well-informed persons to-day, was soon 
modified, and the herb classed as subirnpical 
in character. Of late year this opinion bas 
been revolutionized, and it is now held that the 
plant originally belong toa Northern country 
tn the neighbourhosd of the Hoang-Ho, and that 
it has acquired the pawer of thriving in warm 
latitudes by careful selection and cultivation. 

The United States corresponds in clinmte to 
the Northern States ofthe Union, having heavy 
snows in the winter, thaws, rains, and freshets 

in the spring, and high heat at intervals during 
the summer, There the tea plant appears to 
have been first domesticated, and its leaves 
used to make the cheerful beverage now-enjoy- 
ed by the civilized. world, From that district 
seeds, roots, and young bushes were taken to 
Japan in the early part of the Christian era, 
How far they prospered at first is as yet un- 
known. At any rale, in the seventeenth century 
Japanese lea culitire was a success, and, al- 
though the leaf is uot so highly esteemed as the 
finer grades imported from China, it is very 
popular among the masses of the ‘island king- 
dom. At the present time Japan has.a fine tea 
industry, and exports annually great quantitics 
of the leaf to the United States and ¢tfer .
